"What's  that  Organ  doing  in  the 
Cafeteria?" 


The  vote  was  close  when  Deer  Baptist  Church  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky  made  a  decision  to  buy  a  new 
electronic  organ  rather  than  do  restoration  needed  on 
their  pipe  organ,  installed  in  their  sanctuary  in  1933. 

Among  the  members  who  "lost"  were  Ron  and  Sandra 
Turner,  Baptist  College  alumni.  Ron  is  minister  of  mu- 
sic at  the  church,  and  ached  at  the  idea  of  the  old  or- 
gan being  dismantled  and  discarded. 

The  Turners  called  Prof.  Oliver  Yost,  chairman  of  Bap- 
tist College's  music  department  and  offered  the  Pil- 
cher  organ  to  the  college  for  only  the  cost  of  shipping 
and  reassembling  on  arrival. 


Baptist  College  accepted  the  organ  and  planned  to 
put  it  "in  storage"  pending  construction  of  an  audito- 
rium. Hearing  of  this,  two  young  Louisville  men,  organ- 
ists and  pipe  organ  builders,  were  so  concerned  for 
the  preservation  of  the  fine  old  instrument  that  they  of- 
fered to  dismantle  it,  bring  it  by  truck  to  Charleston 
and  install  it. 

Thus,  James  E.  Miller  and  Steve  Steiner  worked  twelve 
hours  per  day,  getting  the  organ  ready  to  play  in  our 
Student  Center  Dining  Hall.
